‘or a8 low as. $10 one will be able 
to.buy this clock, which will go for 
three, years without attention, and at 
the end of that time it will-only re. 
quire the fixing of a new battery— 
which any boy can do, and which can 
be purchased for a quarter—to make 
the clock go for another three years. 
What is more, the clock will with- 
stand rough usage. It will go upside 
down, and, unlike the ordinary 5 
can be moved about at will without 
fear of stopping. The original models 
eet soing in Kurope three years ago 
have had some nasty thumps in being 
carried about from one country to an- 
other, but they ‘are still going as 
merrily as ever. 

“Hubby.” who growls and kicks 
himself because he misses his morn- 
ing train through not winding the 
clock up before going to bed, will 
probably agree that the “Eureka” 
clock, as Mr. Kutnow’s invention has 
been called, is a capital name for the 
invention. The battery is fixed under- 
neath or at the buck of the clock, and 
from this one of the wire is connect. 
ed to a plate of iron, which runs hori- 
zontally at the base. Above this 
metal plate hangs a large wheel con- 
structed like the balance-whcel of a 
watch, which just clears the plate as 
it rotates. At the back is a spring, 
similar to the hair or, oscillating 
Spring of a watch. 

A small magnet runs through the 
centre of the wheel, which is mag- 
netized on the connection of the elec- 
tric current, and which pulls its end 
on the surface of the wheel round to- 
wards the horizontal plate below. 

A thin strip of steel connected with 
one terminal of the battery regulates 
the pulling power of the et 80 
that it gives the necessary impetus 
to the wheel. As the latter springs 
round, this strip of steel domes into 
contact with a knob through which 
the current passes, and the magnet 
becoming charged, the point is pulled 
down sharply to the horizontal plate. 
Passing over this, the magnet is de- 
magnetized and the wheel awings on 
until the force of the oscillating spring 
brings it back again. 

The oscillation is timed and can be 
regulated by the spring behind to 
take a second each way, the move 
ment being conveyed directly by a 
lever to the second hand, the minute 
and hour hands being connected in 
the usual manner. ——ee

Ever Tried Seaweed Jelly? 

Sesaveed has gone out of fashion a 
good deal of ‘late years.

Seaweed ashes were once used for 
making alkali to be employed in soap 
and glass making, and it was actually 
the chief souree of e supply of 
iodine. Other seaweeds were so muci- 
laginous that they were made into

Eel-grass, which is a variety of sea- 
weed, was used for stuffing mattresses.

POLITICAL MURDERS. 


Wyllie Assassination Recalls Other 
Famous Outrages. 


The sensational murder of Sir Wil- 
liam Curzon * Wyllie, the _ political 
A.ThC. to the Secretary for India, at 
the Imperial Institute, recalls the 
tragic death, thirty-seven years ago, 
of Lord Mayo, father of the present 
holder of the title, who, while acting 
as Governor-General of Isdin, wax 
killed by a convict named Shere Ali. 

Lord Mayo had gone to the Anda- 
man Islands to examine for himself 
the convict stzetion there, \.bich was 
suid (o be in a condition of disorder. 
The inspection over, Lord Mayo had 
reached the pier on his way to re- 
embark on the ninn-of-war Glusgow, 
when‘ Ali, who waa allowed to be at 
liberty owing to his good © conduct, 
broke through the guard, under cover 
of the darkness, and stabbed. the 
viceroy twice in the back. 

The assassination of Lord Lytton 
was attempted! while he was acting as 
viceroy of India in 1878; but it is 
doubtful if any murder for political 
motives has staggered England so 
fnuch ax the assnssination of Lord 
Frederick Cavendish, Chief Secrétary 
for Ireland, and the Under Secretary, 
Mr. Burke, in Phoenix Park, twenty- 
seven years ago. These two officials 
were murdered in broad daylight, 
under Lord Cavendish’s windows in 
Phoenix Park, the weapons used. be. 
ing amputating knivea imported for 
the purpose. 

There were four assassins, who 
drove rapidly away, and no one, not 
even those who saw the deed from a 
distance, knew what had been done. 
Ultimately, however, an  informer— 
James Carcy—waos xccured, and he 
furnished all the necessary names 
and information. Twenty-five persons 
were implicatl and “subsequently 
arraigned, five being hanged and the 
others sentenced to long terms of im- 
prisonment. Carey sailed for South 
Africa, but was snurdered on board 
ship. 

Mention of the attempted murder 
of Lomd Lytton recalls the fact’ that 
in 1843 the late Sir Robert Peel, then 
Prime Minister, had a narrow escape 
from assassination. A man named 
Macnaughten was under an insane de- 
lusion that Sir Robert had injured 
him, and, mistaking Mr. Drummond, 
Sir Robert Peel's private secretary, 
for the Prime Minister, shot Mr. 
Drummond dead with a pistol. 

Thirty-one years previously Mr. 
Spencer Perceval, then Prime Minis- 
ter, was shot dead while passing 
the lobby of the House by a man 
named Bellingham, who was after- 
wards hanged. There is nothing, 
however, to compare with the” red 
record of Russia. , Exactly how many 
Government officials have been mur- 
dered it is almost impossible to say. 
We recall the name, however, of M. 
Bobrikoff, Governor-General of Fin- 
land, who was assassinated in June, 
1904, while the following month M. 
von Plehve, Minisigr of the Interior 
=f Russia, was also killed

The urgency ofa summons to Werst- 
minster issued by the Government 
Whip is indicated by the number of 
lines which undérscore the opening 
word, Iinportant. A one-line-Govern- 
ment whip means, “You ought to 
come”; a two-line whip,,“You should 
come three-line whip, “You must 
come”; and a four-line whip, ‘Come, 
or there will be a smash-up of the 
Government, and a General Election.”” 

Briefly put, the duty. of the Chief 
Whip of the Government is to see that 
his party has always sufficient: mem- 
bers in the House not to lose a divi- 
sion; the duty of the Opposition Whip 
to try to snatch a victory. The Chive 
Government Whip fills an office tn 
the Administration styled ‘Patronage 
Secretary to the Treasury,” in which 
there are no duties to be discharged, 
but to which the substantial salury 
of $10,009 per annum is attached, Op- 
position Whips receive no financial re- 
eompense from the state.

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PAIGHTON’S BIG PUDDING. 





Devonshire Town Revives Old Charit- 
J able Custom This Month. 

The tiny resort of Paignton ‘in 
Devonshire will this month revive o 
curious historical festival. Centuries 
ago it was the custom there to make 
a huge pudding for distribution 
among the poor. In later years, how- 
ever, it was only made on the ocea- 
sion-of some important «vent, On 
the conclusion of the Continental 
Wars, which ended with Waterloo, 
for instance, n pudding weighing 2 
ton and a half was made and boiled 
in sections, It cost £52 10s., and 
among the ingredients were 573 poands | 
of flour, 19] pounds of ‘bread, 382 

pounds of raisins, 191 pounds of cur- 

rents, 332 pounds of suct, 320 lemons, 

360 quarts of milk, 144 untmegs, 9 

pounds of sugar, and a large number 

of egzn. 

In 1659 Paignton again distingaish- 
ed itself by making a Christmas pud- 
ding of similer weight, but since then 
those responsible have been satisfied 
with comparatively diminutive ex- 
amples, averaging about 200 pounds 
each, 

The Intter, however, were merely 
made for church bazaara and festi- 
vals, and did not really constitute the 
famous Paignton pudding, whieh ac- 
cording to rule, ia only made every 
fifty years. This year is the fiftieth 
anniversary of the occasion when the 
pudding was Inst made in honor of 
the opening of the railway. 

A somewhat similar custoin is ob- 
served at Denby Dale, nent Hudders- 
field, where for over a hundred years 

} the inhabitants have boked large pies 

in commemoration of remarkable 

events. As far back as tho recovery 

of George ITI. the practice prevailed, 

and another occasion was the con: 
clusion of peace Letween England and 

France in 1815, when the pie con- 

tained half a sheep, twenty fowls, 

and half 2 enck of flour. To celebrate 

her late Majesty's Jubilee a pie was 

baked in a dish weighing ISewt. It 

was 8 feet in dinmeter, 2 feet in depth, 

and the total weight was over two 

tona.” The cost was £250, and it was 

drawn by ten horses, Unfortunately 

the pie when cut was found to be an- 
eatable: and another was made >in 
the following September, when raore 
than 2,000 persons partook of it.

The promise made to Abraham was 
this, “In thee and in thy seed shall 
all the {nmilies of the earth be bless- 
ed.”’- Here we have something defi- 
nite? something tangible. This pro- 
mise was renewed to Isaac, also to 
Jacob and, later on at Jacob’s death, 
it passed to all of his posterity, the 
nation of Israel.

Under 
that Covenant it was stipulated that 
in order t inherit eternal life and all 
the blessing which Adam possessed 
and lost, and in order to inherit the 
Promise made to Abraham’ of the 
Privilege of blessing all the families of 
the ea: the Divine Law must be 
kept inviolate.

A colony of bees is a demonstration 
of the capabilities of the weaker sex. 
They manage everything and see to 
everything, and tbe most ardent op-, 
poser of the suffrage must admit that 
the work is well done, that the bive ts 
a model of cleanliness and order and— 
greatest wonder of all—the large fam- 
fly of many bundred members lire 
happily together, There ts no Ul will 
against the droves. ‘bey are housed 
and fed uotl] the winter shortaze of 
food makes such pbilanthropy lopossi- 
ble.

Famous Canadian Missionary 
Passes Away at Bradford. 





At Age of Sixty-Nine Years. Preach- 

* .. er, Lecturer and Author, Succumbs 

to Effects of Accident Which He 

Met With a Year Ago—Had Travel- 

+ ed)All Over England and America 
Lecturing on the Northland. 


Toronto, Oct. 6.—Rev. Egerton Ryer- 
aon Young, noted Canadian mission- 
ary and avtnor, died yésterday morn- 
ing -at his home in Bradford, from in- 
juries received in a runaway accident 
about 2 yerr ago. At that:time he 
was thrown from his rig and. although 
it was not thought he was injured be- 
yond a few bruiscs, internal troubles 
developed, and in June he was oper- 
ated on. This, however, failed to af- 
t permanent relief, and he sank 
gradually until the end. — - x 

Rev. Mr. Young was born |in 
Smith’s Falls in 1840, the son of Rev. 
William Young, pioncer Methodist 
preacher, He was educated in the 
rural and grammar schools of the 
county, and at the Toronto Modei 
+School. He left home at the age of 
16 and taught school until 1963, when 
he entered the ministry, being sta- 
tioned at Thorold, and. vicinity for 
four years. After his ordination he 
became pastor of the First Church of 
Hamilton. In 1867 he marricd Eliza- 
beth Bingham of Braiford, and

In the Great Lakes region between 
the eastern and western extromes of 
the Jakes there is a total compass de- 
jViation of eighteen degrees from the 
true pole. At the port of Chicago, for 
example, the compass needle points 
three degrees to.the right of the north 
I though at other points on the’ lakes 
the deviation is as much as ten de- 
Erees. 

What the significance of such devia- 
tion is may be seen when, left uncor- 
rected, the navigator attempts to sail 
by such a cpmpass. In one compas, 
point as considered by the navigator 
there are 11'{ degrees. Thus at cor- 
tain ports on tho Inkes, the magnetic } - 
compass, uncorrected, may be almost Ing a 
one point out as to the true north 
One point oat of this true north on 
the part of the wheelsman steering for 
a harbor 100 miles away will leave him 
twenty miles out of his destination 
Or if he shall be trying to make the 
mouth of a river only five miles away 
in a fog this incorrect compass by ontr 
one point will cause him to run astray 
by ono mile.

Hollis replied, “Fifty dollars is as 
good to me,us to anyone.” i 
Two nights were occupied in pack- 
ing the household goods in boxes. 
‘They were driven to Toronto. Hollis 
agreed to meet Ruston at the Clyde 
Hotel, Toronto, and did so. It was 
then arranged that Hollis was to re 
furn by C.P.I, getting off at Snel- 
grove Station, loaf around until 10 @r 
il o'clock, fire the barn, walk tc 
Brampton and return to Toronto at 
7 next morning. But he relented, and, 
secking Ruston in Toronto, told him 
this was a Sendish thing and he 
would hive nothing to do with it. 
The thought of the cattle and horses 
being burned influenced him, and he 
spoke to one of thé insurance com- 
panies. . : . 
Dixon Rutherford, a young farmer 
. living, within a mile of the Ruston 
place, was returning home ubout 2 
a.m. and-was the firat to sec the fire. 
When*he got there the little girl was 
sitting on a mattress with a quilt 
about her. There were-‘also other 
articles of clothing beside her., Rus- 
_ ton said, “I just got out with my life. 
When I got up the house was in 
flames. I took my child out through 
the window.” Ruston was without 
his coat and vest, but both of these 
and a good overcoat were found on 
the mattress. 
insurance en the house and 
outbuildings and contents, according 
to the eviglence of the representatives 
of the Peel Farmers’ Insurance Co. 
and-the Loudon Fire Insurance. Co., 
was $3,300. Jgmes Giffin testified that 
he had offerea $5,000 for the place.

The Housing Problem 
in Crowded Engiand 





The attempt to grapple with the! 
housing question in the crowded cities | 
of England is one of the most inter. | 
esting, and it is possible that Canada j 
may derive a lesson or two from the 
bill which was prepared by Mri John 
Burns and has just passed its third 
reading.

We 
know that meteors are more frequent 
at certain times of the year (ban at 
others. In all probability also certain 
Ttegions of the oceans are tnore open to 
meteors than are other tracts. 
Conspicuous among the more recent: 
meetings of sbips and meteors is that 
of the Engiish steamer Cambrian. On 
the way from London to Boston the 


ship, in the forty-second degree of 


Rorth latitude, on the 16th of August 
last, only by a few feet escaped de- 
struction by a meteor as buge as a 
fone story house, says the Chicago 
Tribune. The meteor fell Into the sen 
hot over eighty feet away, and fo spite 
of its 6,000 tons capacity the abip was 
lifted many feet bigh in the air by the 
agitated waters, The terror stricken 
crew came out of It unharmed, how- 
ever.

Chinese Pork Diseasea.

Cholera Serum is 
Positive Success. 


Paris, October 7. — Bignor™ Sa- 
limbini, a young Itatlan physician 
and a member of the stax of Pastour 
Institute, who developed a serum 
suid to cure cholera, talked with mod- 
est frankness in a recent. interview 
of its preparation and effects. 

The serum was prepared in the Pas- 
teur laboratory and then tested upon 
cholera patients in St. Petersburg. 
The results were positive. . Mortality 
diminished 23 per cent. It is to be 
noted that the serum waa used in 
these experiments only in very. grave 
cases, which, in fact, were almost de- 
spaired of. 

“Of greater importance than the 
curative serum,”’ said Signor Salim- 
bini, ‘‘is the preservative serum, call- 
ed for popular convenience vaccine. 
The method of its preparation and 
‘use in dune to Dr. Happkins, formerly 
of the Pasteur Institute, but now 
pursuing practical experiments with 
it in the cholera-stricken districts of 
Indfa. Bacilli are taken from the 
cholera subject and a culture made 
of them. Then this culture, is inject- 
ed under the skin of a person exposed 
to the epidemic. Local infection fol- 
lows. with a slight reaction, and then 
immunity from the disease,” 

Prof. Metchnikoff, head of the Pas- 
tour Institute, who was present at 
the interview, treated the use.of the 
new vaccine somewhat lightly. 

“The most essential thing,” he said 
“Ss to take certain elementary pre- 
cautions which are almost sure to pre- 
veut one catching the disease. All 
water used should previously be boiled 


and all vegetable food carefully select. | 


ed. If these precautions are not 
taken even with vaccine you run the 
risk of getting cholera. And the vac- 
cine itself must be used discreetly. It 
will not do to employ it ignorantly. 
There ix no need that cholera should 
so alarm us that we die of fear. Those 
who contract it deserve blame quite 
aa much ax pity.” 5

Ruston Acquitted.

A STRANGE TRIBE. 


to Whom Timbuktu 
Owes its Origin. 

A recent explorer, journeying from 
Tripoll across the great desert of Sa- 
hara, gives account of much oppost- 
tion to bls progress offered by the ra- 
rious wandering tribes. Much of the 
most serious trouble was caused by 
the Touaregs, a strange band of people, 
supposed by some to have descended 
from the crusaders. These dwellers of 
the desert are distinguished by the 
wearlog of veils, a custom: which has 
caused much discussion, Says Felix 
Dubois tn “Timbuktu the Mysterious:” 

As you trarel an atmosphere of ae- 
¢tecy borers over the country, aod you 
remember that these mysterious Toua- 
regs are still momentarily its oppress- 
ors and masters. 

These people keep thelr eyes ae 
the excessive glow of the desert by 
two vells, one rolled round the temples 
and falling down in front, the other 
reaching from the nostrils to the edge 
of the elothing, coveriug the lower 
part of the face. Sarants seek all 
manner of farfetchcd origins to ex- 
plain this custom. Hygiene fs obvious- 
ly the only motire. This is proved by 
thelr own statements and by the. so- 
briquet, “mouths for files,” which they 
give to all who do not wear the vells. 

These vells are never removed, eren 
at mealtimes.. They, are so wuch 2 
part of thelr wearers that any one de- 





“prived of-fuch covering is unrecog- 


ized by his friends and relatives. if 
a oumber of the tribe should be killed 
tm battle, po dne could Wentify them 
hey -bad not on thelr veils. 

Theft is the Tovareg’s natural: form 
of industry. “This word,” says a na- 
tire proverb, “is like water falled upon 
sand, never to be found again.” The 
Sudanese term them as “thieves, 
byepas and abandoned of God.” Yet 
to this strange tribe Timboktu owes 
its origin.

heavenly plane. of being, far, above 
that of angels. We saw _a glorious 
King who had those earthly rights in 
his on ss an asset or thing cf 
give to others. 
to continue this in- 
and to see in the light of 
God's Word what is to be done with 
those carthly rights which Jesus gain- 
ed by virtue of his obedience to the 
Law, and which he sacrificed. How 
will they be applied? We might Tea- 
sonably have supposed (since God's 
promise to Israe) was that the world 
should be blessed through it) that as 
soon as our Lord Jesus had ascended 
up on high he would give to the na 
tion of Israel all those earthly rights 
and honors which he had secured by 
obedience and death. We might have 
expected accordingly that, forthwith, 
the nation of fToracl would have begun 
to realize the. forgiveness of their 
sins and would*have been thus turn- 
to the Lord; and that, under his 
“blessing, their work with all the na- 
tions since would’ have progressed. 
As it is written, “In thy seed 
all the families of the earth be bless- 
ed.” Admitting that the Lord Jesus 
was the spjritual seed of Abraham we 
would have expected that upon his 
glorification the earthly kingdom 


We want now 


would have begun to be blessed and 
to be used for the blessing of others. 
But nothing- of this ki occurred. 


Disaster came upon ‘the Jewish na- 
tion, and blindness. Their nation was 
destroyed and for nearly nineteen cen- 
turies they have been not only blind 
but outcast, under the disfavor of the 
Almighty. Did God forget his promise 
made to Israel, or did he change his 
purpose, or at is the explanation 
of the course he did pursue? 

What ‘God has been doing since 
Christ ‘died for the world’s sins the 
Scriptures term the “mystery of 
God.” It has been a mystery to the 
Jéws and a. mystery to the world in 
general, and the Lord so intended it 
to be. No one can understand the 
matter nor appreciate it, except he 
be in the right condition of heart and 
begotten of the holy Spirit. To such 
the Lord seys, “To you it is given 
to know the mrystery of the Kingdom 
of heaven, but to all outsiders these 
things are spoken in parablea and in 
dork savings.” Some who cannot per- 
ceive in the full appreciative sense 
what we shall s . May neverthe 
less be able to appreciate the mattcr 
to a limited degree. 

The mystery is this: God intends to 
have a larger Messiah than the Jews 
had understood. Not only so, but he 
will be on a higher plane than suey 
and accomplish a tar 
greater blessing than they had sup- 

aed. God's purpose is to have a 
multitudinous Messiab and to select 
the members thereof from many na- 
tions. As compared with the world 
these will be a “‘little flock.’”’ As the 
Master satd, “Fear not, little flock, 
it is your Father's leasure to 
give you the Kingdom.’’ Each mem- 
ber of this little flock company must 
develop the sene — characteristics 
which were exemplified in their Re- 
deemer, Jesus. They must have his 
spirit or disposition. Like him they 
must Iay dowfi their lives in the ser- 
vice of righteousness, Truth and the 
brethren. They will become joint-suc- 
rificers with him. : 

Here the question arises, If no Jew 
but Jesus could keep the Divine Law 

erfectly, und if he-could keep it only

part of the “‘mystery”’ which gradually 
unfolds to those who have the hear- 
ing‘ear and the understanding heart 
and the eye of faith. The Lord’s\ex-

eaus had sgcrificed his pany. rights 
and had been received to spirit ma- 
ture, and had the earthly rights at 
-command : to. give away, “he as- 
cended:up on‘ high there:to appear in: 
the presence Of God for'us.” He ap- 
Ros for, on behalf/of, all who be- 
lievesin: him and: accept -forgiveness 
of-sins and make a consecration of 
their all to God's service. But Jesus 
did ‘not accept’as disciples those who 
merely‘ believed and were j by 
faith. He attached another condition, 
oamely, that they must sacrifice all 
their earthly rights and privileges as 
he did; otherwise’ they could not be 
his disciples. Unless ‘they walked in 
his footste; of self-sa the: 
could not counted in as his fol- 
lowers, members of his Body, sharers 
of his coming glory and. work. His 
words were, raf any man would be 
my: oe let -him seve up his cross 
and follow me, 8 I am there 
shall my sea SBcopt a Tan 
forsake all that he hath he cannot 
be my disciple.” “‘Unless k man love 
less father, mother, children and all 
else he cannot be my disciple.” “'He 
that Joseth his life for my sake shall 
find it.” 

In other words the Lord’s proposi- 
tion to the Church is that all the 
earthly rights.of Adam (lost through 
disobedience and redeemed by our 
Lord at Calvary and now at his dis- 
posal) are imputed to those who, dur- 
ing this Gospel Age, turn from sin, 
accept Christ os their Redeemer, and 
then by consecration sacrifice all 
earthly rights. In a word our Lord 
Jesus has a right to give the earthly 
tights, the earthly life and honor, to 
any one person or to any number of 
persona of Adam's race as something 
to sacrifice. When they do mentally 
sacrifice earthly rights they receive 
the begetting of the holy Spirit to the 
heavenly nature. But that heavenly 
nature itself they will not receive un- 
til they shall have finished the sac- 
rifice agreed upon.~ Thus as Jesus by 
keeping the Law had oa right to earth- 
¥ periection and sacri it, so 

ose keeping the Law in the spirit 
of their minds and accepting the mer- 
it of Christ as justifying them to resti- 
tution right and glory sacrifice these, 
use them in God’s service that they 
may share Jesus’ new nature and 
glory. The merit at the end of the 
Gospel Age will be the same merit of 
Jesus, and will be at his disposal, 
beeause, although passed through the 
Church, ’it will not have been kept by 
any member of the Church and will. 
therefore, be at our Lord's disposal 
at the close of this Age, the dawn- 
ing of the Millennial Day. 

What will be done with the merit of 
Christ’s sacrifice at the end of the 
Gospel Age when it shall have passed 
through the Church? We answer that 
it wil) be used again. It will be given 
t> the Jews and through them to the 
whole world. It is the blood or ment 
which will seal the New Covenant 
promised to Isrsel long ago, but not 
fulfilled. it is one thing to promise 
a Covenant; another thing to draw up 
the terms of a Covenant; a third thing 
to sign and seal the Covenant. The 
New Covenant has not yet been seal- 
ed. The blood that will seal it is 
now being used in the interest of the 
elect spiritual Israel, that the little 
flock may have something to sacrifice. 
and thereby be granted 9 share with 
Christ in his spirit, nature and glory. 
T is the cup. ref to by. our 
Lord in memorial supper when 
he said; This is my blood of the New 
Covenant shed for many for the remis- 
sion of sins. Drink ye all of it. The 
privilege of drinking with our Lord in 
this cup of saccifice belongs to this 
age only. None will be left for the 
future. : ef 
* Bat the blessing will not remain 
with those who drink of the cup— 
their restitution rights and privileges 
will be sacrificed and thus on, 
for the benéfit of mankind in gencral. 
The Apostle says that our Lord at his 
First Advent in his death became the 
“Burety’’ or guarantor of the New 
Covenant, But he did not seal the 
New Covenant nor putit intoforce in 
any sense of the word, use'it was 
a Covenant with uatural Israel and if 
it had been put into force it forthwith 
would have begun to bring blessings 
to Israel not to be theirs until after 
spiritual Israel should have been 
glorified in the First Resurrection.

Church sealing the New Covenant 
with Israel. Be it noted. however, 
that to obtain a share in the New 
Covenant blessings it will be neces- 
sary for the ple of all nations to 
become Israclites and, by so doing, 
they - will“ become children of Abra- 
ham. And this will be a fulfillment of 
the Divine promise, “I have consti- 
tuted thee a father of many nations” 
(Romans iv, 17). Remember also how 
the Lord referred to Samaria and 60- 
dom as examples of all nations of the 
world, and deciared to the.

As now the Lord addeth no sorrow 
with his blessing, so it will be during 
the Millennium with the world.

Hon. Sir Henri Elzear Taschereau, 
Mermber of the Privy Council, Dies 
at Age of SixtySeven—Had Been 
Im Poor Health For Some Time, 
and Was Visiting at Montmorency 
In France. < 


Montreal, Oct. 12.—A cable received 
last night announced thé death at 
Montmorency, France, yesterday, of 
Sir Henri Taschereau, Chief Justice 
of the Court ‘of King’s Bench of the 
Province of Quebec. Deceased had 
been in poor health for some time, 
and his death was caused by bladder 
=trouble. The remains will be brought 
to Canada for interment. 

TheJate Rt. Hon. Sir Henri Elzear 
Taschereau was in his 63th year. He 
was called to the Quebec bar in 1857; 


Legislative Assembly for Beauce 
- County, 1861-7; was appointed judge 
> of the Quebec Superior Court in 1871, 

and a judge of the Supreme Court in 

1873. in 1902 he was appointed to 
‘the Privy Council, and was a mem- 

ber of the judicial committee. In 
_ 1902 he was created a knight. His 

publications included several , law 
books. He was twice married.

He was sentenced on Nov. 8, 
1903, after a long jury trial. ’ 
} After his origitial sentence Morse 
obtained a writ of error and his case

mitted to $125,000 bail, and Morse yas 
released from the Toinbs, where he 
had been confined since October, 190%.

_] When Rovbed of Beauty and Strength, 
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ent who recently went over a sample’ 
rural mail route in the State of Yer- 
mont,. has published some figures 
which should prove of interest to the 
farmers of Ontario. The ‘route over 
which he travelled is just about 
twonty-four miles long; it covers an 
area about five miles long and four 
broad. The carrier serves 110 of 112 
houses. Each of these houses is visit- 
ed every day ‘and the letters, news- 
papers, etc., brought to it; while the 
carrier takes the mail matter which 
the farmer desires to post, sells him 
stamps, registers his letters and other- 
wise makes himself useful. 

The general effect is that these Ver- 
mont farmers receive a great many 
letters, and subserise fora great many. 
newspapers. The carrier's average 
budget when he starts out to traverse 
his route is about 150 letters and 
from 150 to 200 newspapers of all 
sorts. He usually brings back to town 

















cards and a few pieces of other des- 


papers and packages. 
Thus, if we count postal cards as

Winnipeg, Man., Oct. 14.—Speaking 
before the Canadian Club yesterday 
Earl Grey took occasion to refer to 
certain” strictures that have _ been 
passed on him for his recent remarks 
at Cal concerning naval defence. 
His Excellency said in parts 

“Gentlemen, I must ask for your in- 
dulgence. I am in a somewhat em- 
barrassing position. I have received 
warnings through the press that I 
Tnust’ abstain from uttering even a 
whisper on any political subj for 
fear that I may be misreported. Even 
if I do succeed in ordering my con- 
versation aright, I am warned that 
the ignorance of a stenographer may 
throw me down, and that, therefore, 
silence is golden. With these cav- 
eats ringing loudly in my ears what 
am I to do? 

“There is no subject affecting tRe 
well-being of Canada that is not poli- 
tical. If I refer to the causes of 
your well-being, if I urge you to have 
a vigilant regard to the courtes of 
your. national greatness, I shall be 
trespassing on forbidden ground. 
Well, I must do the best I can, and 
rug the risk. 

‘For nearly five years I have en- 
deavored, in. my political utterances, 
to call the attention of the people to 
the importance of keeping before them 
high national and imperial ideals. 
For nearly five years I have, quite 
conscious of my constitutional limi- 
tations, walked the tight rope of plati- 
tudinous generalities, and I am not 
aware of having made any serious 
slip.

R. L. Borden at Halifax Meeting 


Says Extreme Length of Sessions 
Has Delayed Gathering, But it 
Will Be Held tn 1910—Big Ques- 
tions Will\Come Up and Reorgani- 
zation Will Be Entered On. 


Halifax, N.S., Oct. 15.—It was a 
arge and representative -audience 
which greeted R. L. Borden iin the 
Masonic Hall last evening. It was 
Mr. Borden's first political address 
since his return from Europe,_and 
was listened to with keen interest. It 
was also his first visit to his. consti- 
tuency since the last session, and the 
leader was given a royal welcome 
and greeted with round upon round of 
applause during his address. 

The feature of the address was the 
announcement that plans were in 
the making for a Liberal-Conservative 
convention. Two years ago, on his 
own initiative, he had, after a con- 
sultation with many friends through- 
out Canada, made known his ‘‘Hali- 
fax platform.”

Qn one dccasion, crossing the ‘acora 
pass, abreast of Iacono, i’eru, | was 
severely attacked by mountain sick- 
nesg at an eleration of only ubout 
7,000 fect abore~sen level. It com- 
pletely prostrated me, but my Indian 
atriero told me that “the spot was 
famous. for. soroche,”" the name by 
whith mountalao sickness [s known to 
all the Aymara and Quichua people of 
the Andean range, “aud that if 1 
would continue my journey up the cor- 
dillera-it would leave me.” ~~ 

The following morning 1 was lifted 
into my saddle and continued the as- 
cent of the pass, and within two hours 
was vcearly well again, and before 1 
reached the summit of the pass, about 
15,760 feet altitude, the soroche had 
entirely left me. 

The Indians among the Andes hate 
frequently told me that “sardcbe is not 
the effect of altitude, but,’ as they put 
it, “of mineral veins." it may be that 
the geological and atmospheric condl- 
tions of certain localities are to some 
extent the cause of It, In addition to 
altitude, the former being perhups the 
principal factors, although imperfect 
digestion and constipation fovite It. 

‘During a long ride in southern’ Bo- 
Uvia, at an elevation of from 13,000 
cto 14,000 feet, 1 noticed that before 
leaving the post houses the ‘Indlaos 
rubbed gariic on the nose and breast 
of my mule. They told me that this 
was “to prerent the sorocbe.”—Londou 
Times,

Procession of Icebergs. 

One of the most remarkable phe- 
nomena in Newfoundland scencry is 
the stately procession of great icebergs 
passing along the East Coast. in 
spring.

But no matter how the 
wind is the bergs 
moving south, driven along by the 
great Arctic River, known as the 
Labrador Current. They-move south 
until they reach the north bend of the 
Gulf Stream, which reaches up to the 
Grand Banks, and then turns off for 
Europe and Africa. When they reach 
this warmer water they gradually melt 
away and disappear. i 

This great ocean current, which de- 
lays boone norte oo nrtaenn ae 
impedes navigation, wever, brings 
es the food for the fish and the 
whales. It ix one creat living mass 
of food, full of small crustaceans 
animalculi.

Owen Sound, Ont., Oct. 15.—In ‘a 
terrible snowstorm, accompanied by a 
southwest gale, the Canadian Pacific 
Railway steamer Athabasca, Capt. 


Alex. Brown, went on a shelving rock 
at the Flower Pots Island, 80. miles 


from here, shortly after one o'clock |' 


Yesterday morning. The steamer 
earal at 2 o'clock Wetoestay after. 
hooa on-her regular trip up to Fort 
William. She had a cargo of zbout 


six hundred tons 6! general merchar. 
dise and two first-class pascctigers, 


and ons second-class, on her list. 

Word of her mishap was brought to 
this port by the company's steamer 
Assinaboia, which passed ‘the strand- 
ed vessel on her way down from Fort 
William at 6.30 yesterday morning. 
Capt. Brown reported that the water 
Was four feet deep in the forward 
hold, the ship’s bow being 50 feet on 
a flat rock, with the main part afloat 
in 15 fathoms of water. The spot is 
Within 200 feet of the lighthouse and 
half a mile from the regular course. 

In a megaphone conversation with 
the Assinaboia, Capt. Brown gaid he 
hed endeavored to get a call for *as- 
sistance through by Tobermoray on a 
Peszing tug. K 

From uppearances {t was thought 
that the steamer might release her- 
self before assistance arrived. 

C.P.R. Superintendent Buchanan 
chartered the tug Tarrison, one of 
the largest on the lakes, and went 
to the relief of the vessel yesterday. 
afternoon, The company’s steamer 
Manitoba, which will pass the point 
on her up trip last night, may also 
render assistance. : 

The Athabasca is one of the trio of 
Clyde built steame:, brought to the 
Upper Lakes by. the C.P.R. on the 
opening of through traffic in 1884. 
She is 270 feet long, and was brought 
to this country with the steamers Al. 
berta and Algoma; the latter of which 
was wrecked the following year, with 
great loss of life. The Alberta is now 
in ,harbor. 

In the opinion of the officers of the 
Assinaboia, the Athabasca wil be save 
ed, unless the wind changes, Should 
the wind come from the north it is 
likely the big liner will be driven to 
pieces on the rocks. 

Since the new steamships Assina- 
boia and Keewatin were placed on the 
line the smaller vessels of the Atha- 
basea class have been out of commis- 
sion at intervals. The Athubisea 
was put in the service at the end of 
September for the fall trade, and this 
was her second trip. -

The aq atic feat performed by Jules

hands and feet manacied, his 
movements hampered by a rope being 
attached round his "waist to a water- 
man’s skiff, he swam over the ’Vars- 
ity boatrace course from Putney’ to 

ortluke, a distance of just over four 
miles, in an hour and a half. He fin- 
ished quite, fresh, and clambered into 
a boat without assistance at the end 
of the swim. 

It is not the first time, however, 
that ‘Ganticr has. swum a .long dis- 
tance with hands and feet tied. Five 

yeara ago he swam from Pu! Pier 
to Io Tower Bridge, a distanee nine 
miles, in just over two top with 
wrists and hands manacled ther, 
and has dived from “London Bridge 
at low water similarly handicapped. 
~Particularly daring, howereto a 
the feat of.a certain music-ball arti 
who, in October last, jumped fren 
Westminster Bridge into the river 
while manacled with an iron band 
round his neck, linked with an iron 
chain to leg irons, and five handcuffs 
stretched across his arms.

, Along With 150,000 Bushels of 
Grain — Two Large Freight Sheds, 
Three Cold Storage Sheds, Two 
Boats, and Several Cars Lost. 


Quebec, Oct. 18.—A fire loss estimat- 
ed at from $1,008,000 to $1,250,000, 
and the death of one fire-fighter, mark 
the destruction Saturday night of the 
million bushel grain elevator owned 
by the Canadian Northern Railway. 

The building was erected a few 

ears ago at a cost of $400,000. It was 
cued together with 150,000. bush- 
els of grain, Also to the flames were 
freight sheds, well filled 
with goods; the customs house, three 
small ieee sheds, the plant of the 
Quebec Cold Storage Co., and’a num- 
ber ef loaded freight cars and two 
small boats. 

The fire broke out in the elevator 
about eight o'clock, and as it was 
constructed of wood, and of a good 
height, it soon became a mass of 
flame, the firemen being quite help- 
less. The freight sheds ‘of the cold 
storage plant followed, then the 
dome of the custom house, a large 
stone built edifice, ignited and in a 
short time the place was in ruins. The 
. records were saved. A stiff west wind 
fanned the flames and threatened the 
safety of the ‘C.P.R. steamer Empress 
of Ireland, which was. lying at Ne- 
Hord’s wharf in a damaged state, and /

Austria to Sell Radium. 

Vienna, Oct. 19.—A certain amount 
of the. 154 grains of radium chloride 
(equivalent to fifteen and one-half ;

in Bohemia, is to be put on the mar- 
ket by, the Austrian Government.

Quebec, Oct. 19.—The destruction of 
property by the big fire that occurred 
in this city on Saturday night lust 
is much” more serious than at. first 
supposed. The losses, it is said, will 
reach the two-million-dollar mark, 
and the total insurance is five hun: 
dred thousand dollars. The Board of 
Harbor Commissioners held a meet- 
mg yesterday and decided to rebuild 
their freight sheds at once on_ tire- 
proof lines: 

During the fire small beats from 
certain ‘sections of? the city fanded 
men et Point a’Carey whart, who 
broke into the cold-storage warehouses 
and simply filled their boats) with 
provisions and liquors, which they 
garried away, 

The debris is still burning and ten 
Streams of water are playing on the 
ruins, together with the aid of the 
Davies wrecking steamer Strathcona, 
which is moored to the Point a’Carcy 
wharf and“throwing water from her 
powerful pumps upon the burning 
juing to suave the wooden wharves. 
The amount of provisions awaiting 
shipment in the cold-storage was very 
large. Mr. R. F. Cream, a local com- 
mission merchant, had twenty: thou- 
send dollars’ worth of pork destroyed, 
which was ali for shipment, and yes- 
terday he telegraphed to every mar- 
ket centre to obtain pork to fill his 
orders, bat failed.

TRIAL 


She Pleads Not Gullty to Charge 


~ of Infanticide. 


Eight Witnesses For the Prosecution 
In Case of Woman Charged With 


dered Child’s Mother Tells Her. 
Story and Breaks Into Tears as 
She Tells of Giving Child Up. ° 


Toronto, Oct. 20.—For nearly seven 
hours ‘yesterday Mrs, Mabel Turner 
sat in the prisoners’ pen in the Crim- 
inal Assizes, and listened, with pale, 
intent face, to the chain of evidence 
with which the Crown authorities are 
trying to fasten upon her the crime of 
murder: of strangling, with a twisted 
cord and her hands, the five-days-old 
daughter of Mrs. Annie Authers, 
whom she had been paid $100 to 
adopt. At 6 o’clock last evening the 
trial was adjourned, to be continued 
this morning. Mra. Turner, when led 
to the pen, showed in her drawn, col- 
orless face and sunken eyes the effects 
of the wecks of confinement she has 
undergone since her arrest, but apart 
from a spell of faintness as she stood 
up to plead not guilty to the charge 
of murder, the prisoner bore the long 
ordeal “without showing distress.

ED TO DEATH. IN TIRE

A. distressing accident occurred 
about -5 o'clock yesterday afternoon 
at the Belleville Iron and Horseshoe 
Mills, better knoWn as tho Rolling 
Mills, whereby, a young lad's life was 
suddenly terminated. 

The victim was Charles Burke, aged 
17 years, a son of Mr. Thomas 
Burke, who resides on Wharl street. 

There were no ¢yc-Witnesses to tho 
upfortunate ‘affair, ithouglr-o,her 
employees were working in the mill 
only a few feet away fiom where 
the accident took, place. 

Young Burke was ip the office in 


the mill about 430 and received his 
pay. As he walked out of the office 





In the dorthwest part of ths mill 
ia situated a machine known as a 
tire rolling machine. It is used to 
straighten old wagon tires and orber 
strap iron which is out of shape be- 
fore it is passed on to the shears to 
be cut up, In this machine there are 
three large metal rollers, two being 
in front above each other and the 
third in the rvar The two fron: 
rollers are about \four inches—apart. 
This machine was Biing Operated by 
Burke, and ip some manucr his left 
arm was drawn into the rollers, also 
bis shoulder The arm and shoulder 
wery Jiterally ground to a pulp, the 
left side of the face crushed and 
some ribs were abo broken. If the 
unfortunate young lad made any 
outcry it was not heard, owiag to 
the mill being in operation. It was 
shortly after 5 o'clock when a fel- 
low-employee named George Thomp- 
son discovered that an accident had 
occurred. He saw that something was 
wrong, and going over to the machine 
found that Iurke was entangled in 
it. With the assistanee of other 
employees the body was taken out 
and placed’ upon the floor and cov- 
ered. 

Dr. ¥comans, coroner. was appris: 
of the affair and a3 :00np as possible 
arrived at thu mills He made a 
casual examination of the body and 
from the nature of the injuries sus- 
tained gave it as his opinion thar 
death bad been instantaneous Ar 
that time he was unable to state 
whether an inquest would be held, 
as it was necessary to consult with 
the County Attornyy. The body was 
subsequently removed to Tickell's 
undertaking establishment. 

Young Wurke had been an 
ployee of the mills for about 
years and was aio gen¢ral 
with his {cllow-«employces, 
evidenced by the many 
ef regret over the distressing affair. 
‘Ere unfortunate young Jad’s father 
is“alvo an employee of the mils. 
His mother, we are informed. is in 
na hospital in Roohester, and is about 
to undergo # critical operation.

“i evidently our text 
dressed to the heathen, who know 
not’ God, nor to the masses of Christ- 


endom even, but merely to those who_ 


come to an intimate acquaintance 
with the Lord and who have received 
his holy Spirit as a seal, mark, evi- 
dence, proof, that they by and by 
will attain the fruition of their hopes 
—the completion of their redemption, 
their absolute deliverance from. sin 
and death conditions. Most assured. 
ly no one could grieve the holy Spirit 
who had not received it! 

The expression, holy Spirit of God, 
is here used exactly in the same 
sense ns if we were speaking to a 
dear earthly friend, whose sympathy, 
fellowship, favor “we had learned to 
esteem very highly. Of such we 
might say in very similar language, 
If you do so and #0, it would assured- 
ly wound and grieve the spirit of 
your dearest friend. The intimation 
would be that you would no longer 
have his esteem and favor as before; 
that the reproliended conduct would 


cause more or less of a breuch be- 


tween you and your friend. It would 


not mean that his acquaintance would 
necessarily be cut forever, and that 
be would become your enemy, in 
stead of your ‘friend. It would mean, 
rather, ‘that having been your [friend 
he would esteem you no

Seal Cove, N.B., and ef Entire 
Crew Only Six Men Are. Saved— 


| sengers Are Missing. 
. St. John, N.B., Oct. 27.—That the 


“entire crew of the Donaldson Line 
Steamer, Hestia, with the exception of 
six men, or thirty in all with four 
y passengers, have been lost be- 
yond the shadow of: a doubt is the 
firm belief the survivors, who were 
taken [rom the forward rigging of 
the stesmer at three p.m. yesterday. 
The re ¢ was effected by the Seal 
Cove life-saving station with great 
risk to their own lives, us seas were 
running mountains high, covering 
every portion of the ship except the 
very top of the foremast, which 
threatenfd to go by the board with 
tach wave. 

Meagre information from the six 
survivors now on Grand Manan Is- 
land, N.B., contain story of terrible 
suffering and death. 

At one ‘a.m. Monday morning, 
while the Hestia was procecding in- 
to the mouth of the bay, she struck 
with terrific fores on submerged 
ledges five miles from Seal Cove and 
four miles north of Gannet Rock. 
The seas, which were very high, be- 
gan to wash over her from stem ‘to 
stern, and Capt. Newhall ordered the 
boats out. The first boat containing 
one of the four boy passengers and 
several of the- crew, parted at the 
davit tackle and fell headlong into 
the sea. The crew on board heard 
the boy crying, ‘Mamma, save me.” 
This boat righted and drifted away 
with one man in it, only to be 
swamped sa moment liter. yj 

Another boat was lowered, with the 
captain, first oflicer and all the rest 
of the crew, except the six men ree- 
cucd yesterday, who remained on 
board, and rowed awny. This boat 
has not been heard from, 

The survivors think fo toat could 
ew ten minutes in such 4 sea and 
gale. % 
After the captain’s departure the 
remaining members of the crew built 
a raft and placed it in readiness for 
launching. A supply of water and 
food was lashed to it. 

Through the hours of darkness and 
dawn the Hestia gradually settled by 
the stern. At daylight Mate Stew- 
art hoisted the Union Jack, revers- 
ed, as a signal of distress, but the 
wreck is not in the line of trans-

THE CHAMELEON. 


This Curious Animal 1s Like Two Half 
Creatures Joined. 

The chameleon is not allied closely 
to apy other animal It stands as a 
genus by itself. The nervous centers 

one lateral half operate independ- 
tly of those in the other. This 
outrageous, and it is, but it is 

true. The chameleon has two lateral 
centers of perception—of sensation and 
of motion, There exists also a third 
center—that common one In which 
abides the power of concentration by 
means of which the two shies of the 
creature may be forced to work in 
barmony with each other, But this 
center of concentration dors not al- 
ways, dominate the situation. Not- 
| withstanding the strictly symmetrical 

, etructare of the animal's two halves, 

| the eyes move quite independently, 
and they convey distinct and separate 
impressions to thelr respective centers 
of perception. As of the eyes, so of 
the- other members—each reports to 
and fs controlled by !ts own center. 

{ The result is that when the faculty 
of concentration becomes disturbed 
everythings Jumbied. Let the chame- 
leon be much agitated and its more- 
ments gtow erratic. They are those 
of two creatures fastened together, or, 
rather, of two half creatures joined. 
Each half exhibits {ts Intention of go- 
ing lis separate way. The result is a 
plitlable confusion of movement, There 
is no concordance of action. A curt 
ous example of the chameleon's helpy 
lessness when unduly excited is found 
in the fact that It cannot swim. The 
shock of being plunged Into water up- 
sets the polse of Its faculty for concen 
tration. Forthwith ench side strikes 
out wildly for Itself, to its own undo- 
ing. The chameleon fs the only four 
legged vertebrate that cannot swim, 

When the creature is calm every im- 
pulse to motion Is referred to the com- 
mon center of concentration, and the 
entire organism acts in fitting accord 

with the commands fssuced by that fac- 








ulty. Thus, while totally different tm- }- 


pressions from the two eyes are trans- 
mitted from thelr centers to the com- 
mon one, that concentrating power de- 
cides as to which scene is the more 
important and then directs the eye 
otherwise engaged also to regard it 
‘The same principle applies in the con- 
trol of all the members—so long as the 
animal remains unexcited.. Any ‘ob- 
server may easily verify the existence 
of this dual nature in a superficial way 
by some experiments with a sleeping 
chameleon, A touch on one side of 
the animal will wake that side up, 
while the other side sleeps calmly om,

In arranging for hot weather meals

Raw starch Is not digestible by man, 
therefore such vegetables as rice, po- 
tatoes and cereals containing starch 
must be boiled until the starch cells 
are ruptured. One may cook potatoes 
enough to last two days. If they are 
mashed, simply rebeat them next day 
with a little milk, or if they are boiled 
whole make them Into a salad and 
setre with pressed or cold meats. 

Pressed meats, on account of their 
density and seasoning, keep much 
longer than roasted or boiled meat. 
Pressed beef, veal toaf, chicken and 
fish are all sightly and appetizing. 
Fish, bowerer, should be used the day 
it is prepared; nor will chicken and 
Yeal keep so long as beef. Cold meats 
garnished with greens are far more 
appetizing than large jolots, Do not 
have a Christmas dinner on the Fourth 
of July; it spolls the appetite, and 
those who eat it are uncomfortable, 
overbeated and Ii, 

Among the lighte? dishes for hot 
weather are stuffed vegetnd.ct- which 
take the place of meat. Tomaics® 
squash and cucumbers are ol! palata- 
ble stuffed with nuts and breadcrumbe 
or hard boiled eggs and breadcrumbs. 
Green vegetables give little nourish- 
ment, it is true, but they certainly are 
appetizing and satisfying, and if we 
‘are not at bard labor they are far bet- 
_fer than so much -orernutritions food. 
“Carries are now and then admirable 
hot weather foods. They stfmulate 
py ened at this seas | of 
th& year—and Lf properly used hasten 
the absorption of food.
